Released  noon  EST  today,  this  set  is  ideal  for  a  variety  of  congratulatory  events,  including  graduations,  weddings, 
anniversaries,  retirements,  milestone  birthdays,  and  more.  The  set  contains  one  2015  American  Eagle  One  Ounce 
Silver  Proof  Coin,  which  is  encapsulated  and  mounted  in  an  attractive  folder  that  allows  the  coin’s  obverse  and 
reverse  to  be  seen.  The  front  of  the  folder  and  the  front  of  the  outer  sleeve  bear  the  United  States  Mint  logo  with  the 
words  “Congratulations!,”  “2015  United  States  Mint  Congratulations  Set,”  and  "American  Eagle  One  Ounce  Silver 
Proof  Coin.”
